
Attorneys for Clay L. 
Shaw have filed subpenas 
for 20 persons, including 
District Attorney Jim 
Garrison, in their effort 
to have Shaw’s trial trans- 
ferred out of New Or- 
leans. 

Garrison has charged Shaw, 
54, with criminal conspiracy 
in the assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 

Most of those subpenaed 
are affiliated with local news 
■ media. Shaw’s attorneys con- 
tend that he cannot get a fair 
trial within 100 miles of New 
J Orleans because of wide- 
:■) spread publicity about the 
case. 

CRIMINAL District Judge 
j Edward A. Haggerty Jr., in 
• issuing the subpenas, served 
' notice that any of the wit- 
’ nesses granting interviews to 
: newsmen will be held in con- 
; tempt of court. 

All 20 were subpenaed for a 
: hearing before Judge Hagger- 
ty starting Tuesday which 
will determine whether the 
trial will be moved.

“The list of witnesse s sub- 
penaed by the defense, in the 
forthcoming hearing set for 
March 5, 1968, on the cjl lestion 
of a change of venue ha s been 
submitted to the clerk od court 
and is a public record nnd is, 
therefore,, open to the public. 

“I spec-ifically am calli ng at- 
tention to the previous orders 
of the court where I ha.ve or- 
dered that witnesses an d all 
lawyers are forbidden, from 

making apy extra-judicial 

statements df &ti : V kind! about 


the case,. These 20 persons 
have been officially listed and 
subpenaed, and I expressly 
forbid thpm giving any inter- 
views concerning their .for in- 
coming testimony to any news 
media whatsoever. 

‘‘I FUIUTHER forbid all at- 
torneys Tor both sides from 
giving any resume or synopsis 
of what they, hope or eicpeCt 
to prove with any or all' wit- 
nesses. 

“The proper forum fotf de- 
termination of the legal ques- 
tions of whether a change of 
venue should or should not be 
granted i r> in open court, and 
nowhere ielse.” 

At next week’s hearing 1 the 
state will have an opportunity 
to call rebuttal witnesses ot 

its own. . , „ 

Also, Judge Haggerty has 
said he plans to call persons 
from the jury venire to ques- 
tion them as t o whether p uj> 
licity about the case had ren T 
j dered them incapable of mak- 
ing an impartial decision.
